answering. Several witnesses had been ex- 
amined during the course of the proceedings 
in the Bankruptcy Court on different occa- 
sions, the depositions showing a number of 
discrepancies with regard to the facts. 

The parties chiefly concerned were George 
Kavanagh, the appellant; William Kavanagh, 
the bankrupt; Patrick Kavanagh, his father, 
residing at the same place in Cabra; Michael 
Healy, cattle dealer, Dolphin’s Barn, Dublin, 
and a drover named Megann. 

Mr. Blood, K.C., and Mr. Russell (in- 
structed by Mr. Thomas J. Graham) appeared 
for the appellant, George Kavanagh; Mr. 


James G n, K.C., and Mr. Finlay (in- 
structed be ee “Horan and Devine) for 
the Official Assignee, the re dent; and 


Mr. Rearden {instructed Peter M. 
Seales) for the appellant, William Kavanagh, 
the bankrupt. 

Concluding his argument in support of the 
appeal, Mr. Blood, K.C., submitted on the 
evidence that there was no appearance of 
fencing or shuffling observable in the answers 
of the witnesses in reply to the questions put 
to them on examination in this matter.

THE TOMASSON COLLECTION. 

Not merely is there no scarcity-of material 
for historians of the seventeenth century; ; 
there is almost a bewildering bulk, an 
variety. The Tomasson collection in the 
British Museum alone is a world of evidence 
on the political and religious opinions and 
proceedings of King and Parlisment, and on 
their reactions in Ireland. These news shects 
throw you into the very heart of the fierce 
passions of the hour. You see the contest- 
ants, hear their cries of defiance, their 
shouted war slogans, their terrific. abuse and 
vilification of opponents. Hell was not hot 
enough, or eternity long enough, to punish 
the wickedness of the other side. There 
were “as many, or even more, factions as 
existed in contemporary Ireland. It- was a 
time of rent loyalties. Some. of the aristo- 
crats turned against the King, and the people 
were not all ranged behind the Commons. 

We are concerned, for the moment, only 
with the Irish information sent te the Doge 
and Senate by the Venetian Ambassadors 
during the years 1643-1647, as printed in the 
latest *‘ Calendar of State Papers, Venetian.” 
The. great mass of the Irish fighting men 
espoused the cause of King Charles I. In 
his quarrel with the Parliament he looked 
upon Ireland as his most hopeful recruiting 
ground. The Ambassador reports to the 
Doge and Senate (4th February, 1644), “‘ that 
1,500 English soldiers, the remnant of the 
Parliamentary army that had been sent to 
put down the Irish rebellion, had landed at 
Bristol in high disgust at the manner in 
whieh they had been neglected, being without 


the King’s service’ The fleet of the Parlia- 
ment patrolled the seas to prevent the Irish 
from crossing to join Charles, yet numerous 
troops eluded its vigilance. No quarter was 
given to those who happened to be inter. 
cepted at sea; they were at once thrown 
overboard. ‘‘ The Commissioners from Ire- 
land left Oxford with all the satisfaction that 
His Majesty could give them, saving the pre- 
judice to his own conscience and reputation. 
Accordingly he expects great saccours from 
that kingdom. Some ships bringing seldiers 
from there have. been i by the Parlia- 
mentary ships, when all the Irish were 
thrown barbaromaly inte am sea, - without 
quarter, PS a i “being. spared.”

fringed his orders. and taken the other side.

The editor, in a footnote, quotes from 
Rushworth that Lieutenant-Colonel O’Brien, 
Royslist commander at Wareham, made a 
raid on Dorchester on the llth July. The 
attack was repulsed and over 160 prisoners 
were taken. Among these eight proved to be 
lrish, and seven of them were hanged because 
Parliament had ordered ‘‘ No quarter for the 
Irish.’’ On the 17th July the Royalists took 
Woodhouse, Wiltshire, and hanged twelve or 
fourteen clothiers as a reprisal for the lrish 
hanged at Dorchester.

Irish recruits, the King tried to bring about 
bes between the contending parties in 
reland by promising toleration to the 
Catholics there This action was fiercely 
resented by many ~English Royalists.

not possible then.” 
The Pope defended himself saying that he 
had not chosen Rinuccini, but others had 
suggested him as a good man. ‘‘ Neverthe- 
less, his auditor is here to remit the 60,000 
crowns and more which have been ready so 
long. But the Pope makes difficulties about 
the payment, although in France they have 
given their consent to the letter being re- 
ceived. Some of the Cardinals themselves 
warn the Pope that Dublin will be lost 
through his slowness and owing to the diffi- 
culties thrown in the way of this payment, 
declaring that, with the capture of that place, 
the war will be finished in that island, and 
there will be an end of all the advantages for 
the Catholic faith.”

Ireland then was a recruiting ground for 
the armies of France and Spain.

IS was Ireland’s blind whom I 
represented on the deputation in 1920, but it 
was the President of the N.L.B.; who is also 
blind, that led the deputation to Mr. Lloyd 
George. The Blind Persons Act, 1920, applied 
t» Ireland from the date of its becoming 
law—the 10th September, 1920. The Irish 
Free State’s Old Age Pension Amendment 
Act reduced not only the pension of the 
blind, which they themselves had secured 
by their own unceasing efforis and unsparing 
zeal,. but also the pension of the aged in 
the. twenty-six counties. 

[In view of all the facts, the blind them- 
selves had no alternative, and, therefore, are 
appealing to the electorate in County Dublin, 
where Mr. Denis Byrne, one of the blind 
candidates, is standing, and in North Dublin 
City, in order to secure the restoration of 
the pension to the aged, as it existed prior 
to the Old Age Pension Amendment Act, 
1924, and to place upon the State the whole 
responsibility for the general welfare of the 
blind from the cradle to the grave.—Yours, 
etc., J. P. Neary, Secretary.

At the meeting of the Dundalk Harboar 
Commissioners, ihe Secretary reported that 
the Free State Local Government auditor (Mr. 
McBernard) had attended since the last meet- 
ing, and had writven in the books of the 
Board his reasons for making the surcharges 
at the recent audit. In the first surcharge 
the auditor disallowed the cost of a wreath 
placed by the members on the grave of Sir 
Thomas Macardle, a member of the Board ; 
while others were for the cost of an address 
presented to “Cardinal O'Donnell, and for 
Various pensions paid to former employés. 

In one of these cases a small weekly pension 
had been paid for twenty-eight years to the 
dependent of a harbour master. im another a 
pension of £175 per year had been paid to 
the late Mr. John F. Farrell, former 
Secretary, who had been employed by the 
Commissioners for almost forty years. In 
connection with the disallowing of pensions to 
former officers the auditor stated that he 
could find no statutory authority for such 
payments, as, in his opinion, the Harbour 
Board did not come within the Local Officers’ 
Superannuation Act, which was now repealed 
by the Local Government Act of 1925. 

Mr. Wynne asked how many of the 
members were there when some of these 
pensions had been granted, and the Chairman 
(Mr. William Twibill) said that pensions had 
been granted by the Board since 1840. and 
they had never been questioned until now, 

RECOMPENSE FOR GOOD WORK. 

Mr. Connolly said that the extraordinary 
fact about the surcharges was that each year 
a certified copy of the accounts had been 
sent to the Free State Government, an] 
before that to the British Board of Trade, and 
there had never been an item questioned. 

Mr. O’Connell—And if at any time we had 
ceased paying any of these pensions, we would 
have been ieaving ourselves open to an action 
by the pensioners, We never considered 
them illegal, and we were never told that 
they were. 

The Chairman said that the action -of. the 
auditor was a fine recompense for the work that 
they had done, and the time that they had lost 
in the public service. The members of the 
Harbour Board had always attended the meet- 
ing well, and they did everything to advance 
the harbour. and the town, and this was the 
recompense that they got for all their efforts. 

Mr. Connolly—I do not think that they will 
try to enforce these surcharges, as it is too 
near the elections now. (Laughter.) 

The Chairman said that he would refuse to 
sign the book in which the auditor had cet 
forth his reasons, as, if he did so, it might 
be taken as an approval of the action of tit 
gentieman, and he strongly disapproved «i 
the course taken. In future, he would have 
to be very careful as to what he signed or 
he might find himself in jail. 

Mr. Wynne—The one consolatien that you 
will have is that you will have plenty of 
company there. (Laughter.; 

PRECEDENT FOR EVERY ACT. 

The Chairman said that he would like <o 
make it clear that during the past year—the 
first year during which their accounts had 
been audited by a Government auditor—they 
had not done anything which had not been 
done before, and for every act of theirs 
during that time they had a recedent. . 

The Board decided to appeal for the remis- 
sion of the surcharges.

SUGGESTIONS FOR THE 
SENATE. 

At a special: meeting of the Catholic Total 
Abstinence Federation in Dublin the Executive 
had under consideration the Liquor Bill as 
passed by the Dail. They submit the follow- 
ing points for consideration by the Senate :— 

(1) We protest against the opening of 
licensed houses on the National Holiday, and 
demand that the sentiment of the Trish people 
be respected in the matter. St. Patrick s Day 
should be placed on the same footing as 
Christmas Day and Good Friday. 

(2) Provision should be made that, in the 
ease of transfer of licence, the house to which 
it is transferred should not thereby become 
one in which mixed trading is conducted. 

(3) We ask that Clause 16, relating to 
exemptions, be deleted, as it could lead to the 
organisation of bogus sports meetings. 

(4) That the Catholic Total Absintenée 
Federation protests against all ‘‘ bar’’ traffic, 
as distinguished from the provision of 
beverages with substantial meals, on Sun- 
days ; but, if the Legislature persists in con- 
tinuing the opening of licensed houses for any 
period of hours on the Lord’s Day, we suggest 
that the hours provided in the bill are very 
much longer than the reasonable requirements 
of any section of the community demand. 

(5) We consider that Clause 15, Section 4, 
will open the way to gross evasion of the law, 
connivance between vendor and consumer, and 
to perjury. 

(6) In the matter of the abolition of licensed 
premises, we suggest that proximity to places 
of public worship should be regarded as an 
important reason in favour of such abolition. 

(7) We call the attention of the Senate to 
the fact that no provision is made to prevent 
the substitution of bogus clubs in place of 
extinguished public-houses, and we direct par- 
ticular attention to Clauses 56 and 57 as 
evidence of looseness of legislation which will 
lend itself to abuses in this direction.

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NEW FACTORIES AND 
NEW SHOPS. 
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£200,000 SCHEME, 
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From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. * 

. DERRY, Wednesday. 

Not since’ the post-war boom, which 
culminated ‘in the 1920 slump, has the 
shirt and collar industry in Derry, which 
is the city’s staple industry, enjoyed a 
more prosperous period than that which it 
has been undergoing since the turn of thé 
year. and which it is, in fact, looking 
forward to enjoy still further in the 
months immediately ahead. 

RUSH OF ORDERS. 

All the. factories, large and small, are 
working at top pressure, and have been 
during the past three months, Not a few 
of them, indeed, have had such a rush of 
urgent orders that overtime has had to be 
regularly worked. The orders for, the 
Easter trade have been abnormally heavy, 
and this accounts for the factories being 
all so very busy; but more orders have 
come pouring in since, and there is every 
indication that the factories will be 
fully occupied up till September. Indeed, 
the bulk of them have already sufficient 
orders on hands to keep them going until 
August, 

Many of the orders are for the new jazz 
patterns of shirts with collars to match, 
which have now become so popular, and 
to the manufacture of which Derry firms. 
with characteristic enterprise, have turned. 
They are also manufacturing the one-ply 
soft collar, which is easily dressed and has 
become a favourite with many men. 

THE LABOUR MARKET. 

The abnormal! rush, which is due to the 
fact that many firms across the water 
allowed their stocks to run very low, is 
reflected in the unemployment figures 
which are the lowest oh record since the 
big trade boom. Yesterday there were 
only 118 women and three girls wholly 
unemployed in receipt of insurance benefit 
at the Derry Labour Exchange, and 
there were 71 who were working part-time. 
These statistics include white shirt 
smoothers (who are usually unemployed at 
this period of the year), some hosiery 
workers and others in occupations not 
insurable. 

At the end of 1926 the number of 
females unemployed was 795, and at the 
commencement of the year the number of 
females unemployed was 1,101. Indeed, 
at the present moment there is a distinct 
shortage of labour in certain skilled 
branches of the shirt and collar trade; 
and, in fact, so marked is this that the 
Local Employment Committee, under the 
Northern Ministry of Labour, are favour- 
nbly considering, in conjunction with the 
Northern Ministry of Education, the 
inauguration of a training scheme for girls 
in the local technical institute. 


SHORTAGE OF GIRL WORKERS. 

The Committee have accepted an offer 
of the loan, free of charge, of twelve or 
more suitable stitching machines; and, by 
this means, it is hoped to relieve the 
shortage of supply of girls in certain 
skilled branches of the shirt and collar 
trade 

The commodious factory, which was 
formerly owned by Messrs. C. Bayer and 
Co., and utilised for the manufacturing of 
underclothing, but which, owing to trade 
depression, was closed down two years ago, 
has been re-opened by Messrs. Watson and 
Midgley, of Liverpool, under local 
management as a shirt and collar factory, 
and it is expected that it will give employ- 
ment to about 200 hands. A large number 
of new machines is being installed. 


NEW FACTORIES. 

In this connection it may be mentioned 
that at an early date a hosiery factory, a 
box factory, and a pork-curing establish- 
ment will also be opened and will provide 
considerable employment for both male 
and female workers. 

Messrs. Herdman’s mills at Sion Mills 
are also working at full pressure. They 
have been thus engaged now for a con- 
siderable period, and it is expected that 
this will continue, as they are well booked 
up with orders, giving employment to a 
thousand hands. 

BRIGHT OUTLOOK. 

In each of several large shirt and collar 
factories in Derry over 500 hands are being 
constantly empleyed. The fact that there 
are only 178 women idle in the city 
altogether is very satisfactory when one 
has regaid to the fact that there are 8,000 
female operatives in the city. 

When the Northern Government took 
over in January, 1922, there were 4,800 
persons registered as unemployed at the 
Derry Labour Exchange, whereas on April 
4th last the total number of unemployed 
had been reduced to 1,734, and these figures 
are being weekly reduced further. The 
improvement in conditions generally is 
indicated by the fact that at the end of 
last year there were 2,555 persons unem- 
ployed, and at the start of 1926 the unem- 
ployed numbered 3,591, as compared with

TOO MANY SHOPS. 

The witness added that she thought it 
would be well to have shopkeepers licensed, 
because she thought that there were too 
many shops, and it was impossible for them 
all to exist without charging excessive prices, 
and so increasing the cost to the consumer. 

Mr. Philip Moai, Frankfort avenue, 
Rathgar, stated that he saw hindquarters of 
New Zealand lamb sold in London at 9d. per 
lb., while in Dublin at the same time it was 
ls. 4d. a Ib. That seemed’an abnormal price. 
He also thought that the cost of vegetables 
was abnormal, also fish. As regards jams, 
tinned milk, and other articles which were 
imported, he favoured a very high tariff on 
them, or any such articles, which could be 
produced at home. 

He asked if nothing could be done to have 
milk cans more sanitary. One saw boys with 
milk cans on bicycles, and the dust got inte 
the vessels as they went along. 


MILK PRICES. 

Mr. J. R. Dagg, Palmerston road, Rath- 
mines, said that the price of milk was ex- 
orbitant. At present in Rathmines they were 
paying 7d. a quart, or 2s. 4d. a gallon, while 
the farmer who supplied the milk to the dis- 
tributor or retailer was only “Seto ten- 
pence per gallon for the milk de ered. He 
thought that the farmer was underpaid. He 
thought that the farmer should get ls. a 
en in winter, and 10d. a gallon in summer 
or the milk; and he would allow the retailer 
100 per cent. for the cost of delivery and for 
profit. That would mean that the consumer 
would get milk for 2s. a gallon in winter, or 
6d. a quart, and for Is; 8d, a gallon in 
summer, or 5d. a quart. 

There was redundancy in supplying milk, 
and he suggested that registered dairymen 
should select their areas of supply. 

Witness also referred to the necessity for 
breeding cattle of a good milking strain, so 
as to increase the production oi milk, and 
thereby reduce its cost. 


RASHERS. 

Miss E. O’Connor gave evidence as to the 
prices she paid for various commodities. She 
was buying best Limerick rashers at 2s. per 
lb. in Rathmines. She had also bought them 
at 1s. 10d., although both were from the 
same cut and of the same quality. The wit- 
ness said that, so far as she could remember, 
there had been no fall in the price of meat 
in the last twelve or thirteen months. The 
price of sugar was 3c. everywhere. She 
could find no difference between the Irish 
and Continental sugars.

It was first shot for in the year thos, 
and won by St. George’s Gun Club; but 
later in the same year it was won by the 
Wealdstone Club, who retained it in two 
matches in 1894; but on the third challenge, 
in the same year, it was won by the West 
Kent Club, which, in turn, lost it to St. 
George’s Club in 1895, the last year of its 
history in England. 

In the year 1896, the Gun Club of Ireland 
won the shield, brought it over to Ireland, 
and retained it against all challengers for 
twelve months, thus becoming absolute 
owners of it.

Safeguards of Citizenship. 


When the Anglo-Irish Treaty of 1921 
conferred the status of a Dominion on the 
twenty-six counties of Southern. Ireland 
many ancient ties were broken. Much was 
left behind in those exciting days. Old pre- 
judices were abandoned. Men and women 
who hitherto had felt no sympathy with 
the nationalist movement threw themselves 
heart and soul into the task of nation- 
building, and the. Irish people began their 
independent career with a clean slate. 
One legacy of British rule, however, 
remained. The theory of the subject’s 
rights has persisted in this country, and 
the citizen of the Free State to-day is as 
jealous as any Englishman of this inherit- 
ance from the British Constitution. In 
many continental countries the rights of 
the individual are almost negligible; every- 
thing is subservient to the State. .Habeas 
Corpus is unknown. In France, Ger- 
many or Italy a man may be arrested and 
thrown into jail without the shadow of an 
excuse, His iiouse may be entered and 
searched at any time without a warrant. 
He is merely a slave to the great machine 
of government. The British subject,. on 
the other hand, has been increasing and 
consolidating his rights as an individual 
since the days when the barons wrung 
the Great Charter from King John, with 
the result that now he is by far the freest 
man. in the world. We in thiscountry have 
shared, and continue to enjoy, his enfran- 
chisement. The Free State citizen has 
inherent rights which, no Government 
would dare to filch from him, and his 
insistence that they shall be respected is 
one of the most hopeful signs for the 
country’s future. 

One of the most valuable rights which 
the individual possesses is that of privacy 
in his personal affairs. When, some 
twelve months ago, the Free State Govern- 
ment sought to acquire powers to inspect 
the books of the joint-stock. banks for the 
purposes of a statistical bill, there was 
such a storm of protest that the attempt 
was abandoned. We notice that in the new 
Curren¢y Bill a similar clause appears, 
and it is liable to be misunderstood. The 


bill proposes to empower the Currency 


Commission to demand from the banks in- 
formation concerning their business and 
access to their books, We have no doubt 
that the purpose of this clause is quite 
Probably it is nothing more 
than the orditiaty guarantee that is re- 
quired in every civil contract; but the 
mere hint of a threat to the secrecy of a 
bank's dealings with its clients is capable 
of much harm. At all costs the citizen’s 
banking transactions mast be kept secret. 
The billy it is true, stipulates» that the 
Currency Commission’s right of inspection 
shall be limited to what may be considered 


H+ necessary or desirable for the due dis- 


‘charge of its funetions under this Act” ; 
but in such a~delicate affair there must 
be no trace of ambiguity. Every word cf 
the clause must be made to mean precisely 
what it says. The individual must be 
safeguarded absolutely against any 
possible misinterpretation. We hope that

In ‘addition to his 
tights, however, the citizen enjoys, or 
ought to enjoy, certain amenities of 
good government. Here again the 
British subject has enormous advantages 
over his continental friends. In most 
European countries the individual is 
harassed by all sorts of petty rules and 
regulations. This is défendu, that is 
verboten, something else is viefato; and 
life generally is a miserable business. 
Officialdom is the curse of continental 
Europe. “Here tulips grow as they are 
told,” wrote Rupert Brooke of pre-wat 
Berlin, and the same thing might be said in 
varying degrees to-day of any of the other 
European capitals. In these islands alone 
a man can go about his business without 
being tripped up at every corner by fussy 
laws, and it is to be hoped sincerely that 
the Free State will maintain this sound 
tradition. At the moment the citizen is 
fairly comfortable; yet there are certain 
vexations which disturb the quiet of 
his course. The stupid Customs regu- 
lations between Northern Treland and the 
Free State are painfully ~eminiscent of 
those on the border between Poland and 
Germany, while such futilities as the 
sixpenny delivery tax on parcels are 
irritating in the extreme. One of the chief 
aims of good government ought to be the 
smoothening of the citizen’s path in life. 
No needless restrictioh on his “personal 
freedom ought to have any place in the 
programme of the State. 
—_—_—_——_——_—__ 
British Policy in China. 

The difficulties which attend the British 
Government's’ policy in China are 
enormous, and they begin at home. Yester- 
day Sir Austen Chamberlain was com- 
pelled to defend that policy against 
attacks from both sides of the House of 
Commons. The extremists of the Labour 
Party hold that the Chinese Nationalists 
and their Russian allies can do no wrong, 
and that no British subject has any right 
in China. The criticisms of moderate 
Labour are less absurd, but hardly less 
irritating. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
argued yesterday that the Government 
ought to rely on negotiation rather than 
on displays of force. If this policy had 
been followed, what would have happened 
at Shanghai when an undefended British 
settlement was invaded by an armed and 
bloodthirsty mob? Moreover, as Sir Austen 
Chamberlain asked, how can the British 
Government negotiate with the Cantonese 
leaders in face of the outrages at Hankow 
and Nanking and in face of their failure 
to suppress anti-foreign propaganda? 
From the Conservative benches the Govern- 
ment was attacked for its refusal to 
declare virtual war on Moscow ; but, how- 
ever justifiable such a course might be, it 
could not fail to aggravate the perils and 
problems of the Chinese situation. In 
China itself Great Britain is fighting the 
cause of Western civilisation with one 
hand tied behind her back; for she is not 
receiving the unanimous and hearty 
support of the other Powers. It is true 
that these Powers have been compelled, 
like Britain, to use troops and warships 
for the defence of their nationals. It is 
probable that the sentiment of their own 
peoples will force the Governments of the 
Unitéd States, France and Japan to 
demand from the Cantonese leaders—as 
Britain has demanded—apologies and 
indemnities for the outrages at Nanking. 
Yet on the larger questions of Western 
policy in China there is no sign of agree- 
ment between the four Powers. The truth 
is that the courage and magnanimity of 
the British memorandum have upset all 
the calculations of Washington, Paris and 
Tokyo. The United States Government 
has no territorial ambitions in China; but 
where Chinese affairs are concerned it has 
pretended always to a sort of moral leader- 
ship, and now it is unwilling to surrender 
that leadership to Britain. France refuses 
to follow Britain in the abandonment of 
extra-territoria] rights, and all her careful 
actions during the present crisis are being 
taken ostentatiously ‘‘ without prejudice.”’ 
Japan will make no promises and will 
commit herself to no policy because she 
hopes that the accidents of revolution may 
multiply her opportunities in China. Of 
al] the Powers Britain alone has a policy 
which is bold and definite, and is based 
upon China’s own needs and aspirations. 
She will defend her subjects’ lives and 
property; but, when the time comes, she 
will be ready to reconstitute her relations 
with China on the most generous and un- 
selfish terms. This policy is hated by the 
extremists in China, is feared by Russia, 
and is regarded coldly by most of the 
Great Powers. Its fulfilment may need 
sacrifice and much patience; but we 
believe that its triumph is certain, and 
that the British memorandum will stand 
as a historic land-mark in the relations 
betwee: West and East. 
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Books for Students. 


An account by Miss C, A. Keogh, 
librarian, of the Irish Central Library for 
Students, appears in the report of the 
proceedings of last year’s County Library 
Conference, published .by the Carnegie 
United Kingdom Trust.. The purpose oí 
the Central Library is to assist private 
students by obtaining for theni rare, ex- 
pensive and highly specialised volumes 
such as are not found on the shelves which 
serve the general user of the free library. 
Exactly four years ago the Irish Central 
Library was established. It then con- 
tained but a single work—the Encyclopedia 
Britannica. , According to the rules, books 
could be sent only to readers dwelling in 
counties. which. had adopted the County 
Library system. The scheme, therefore, 
applied at first only to the Counfies of 
Donegal, Antrim and Wexford. Other 
counties fell into line one by one, and now 
thirteen Trish counties make use of the 
service, Since 1923 no fewer than 1,415 
books have been added to the Central 
Library’s stock of works. valuable to 
students, and all of these have been pur- 
chased only when required by readers. 
Progress is rapid. Im 1925 there were 
570 students in Ireland who made use of 


this splendid facility for serious reading,

A Century of Matches, 


In the carefully preserved day-book of 
John Walker, chemist and druggist, of 
Stockton-on-Tees, the sale ol a box of 
“friction lights’ over the counter, on 
April 7th, 1827, is recorded. Shortly before 
that date—probably in the early months 
of 1827—-Walker invented what we now 
know as matches. Three inches long, and 
sold at eight a penny, Walker’s matches 
were, perhaps, more of a curiosity than of 
a convenience; for they contained no 
phosphorus, and only by. dexterous 
handling, with sandpaper gripping the 
chemical heads, could they be made to 
ignite. Walker, for reasons of public 
spirit, refused to patent his invention. An 
improved match was made: in 1829 by 
Samuel Jones, of London, who. dubbed his 
wares Lucifers—a name that persisted 
as late as our young days. Thus, the 
world has known the use of self-igniting 
matches for less than a hundred years. In 
1827 the tinder box was used in every 
house. In 1927 every street corner is 
littered with spent matches, struck in 
rapid succession by smokers who burn the 
contents of one or two boxes a day. 
of fairy stories have made 


through a brief period of usefulness and 
brilliance. Sherlock Holmes and his kind 
have found in the half-charred chip of 
wood clues on which fate has depended. 
Children have made too free use of the 
boxes of dormant flame, and families have 
been desolated in consequence, Forests 


have fallen to ftirnish the material for} 


what now is a prime necessary of life. If 
the supply of: matches were suddenly: to 
cease to-day, civilised humanity would 
suffer agonies of inconvenience. Only one 
man in several streets would be able to 
produce fire on demand, and this petty 
Prometheus would reap a fortune. The 
multitude would go cold. Meals would be 
late; The smoking of tobacco would. cease. 
When a small supply of matches was re- 
stored it would be welcomed like water 
in the desert. 
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OBITUARY. 


THE MOST REV. DR. DOWNEY. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Downey, Titular Bishop 
of Adada and Coadjuter Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Ossory, died yesterday morning in 
& private nursing home in Dublin. He had 
undergone an operation about a fortnight 
ago, and since then fatal complications had 
developed. 

Dr. Dawue was born in Armagh in 1874, 
and received his early education in that city. 
He pursued his studies in St. Patrick's 
Seminary, Armagh, from where he went to 
Maynooth for théological studies: He joined 
the Vincentian Order at St. Joseph’s, Black- 
rock, and was ordained in 1898. In the fol- 
lowing year Dr. Downey returned to St. 
Patrick’s Seminary, Armagh, as Professor of 
Slassics. Subsequently he went to the Irish 
College, Paris, and was Professor of Scrip- 
ture there for some years. When the Irish 
College was closed during the war Dr. 
Downey returned to Ireland in 1915 and did 
temporary work for a couple of. years in St. 
Vineent’s College, Castleknock. In. 1917 he 
went to Maynooth as Spiritual Director, and 
continued to occupy that office until 1922, 
when he was appointed Coadjuter to the 
Most Rev. Dr. Brownrigg, in the Diocese of 
Ossory. Dr. Downey was consecrated Bishop 
at Maynooth in 1922. 

Dr. Downey’s remains will be removed this 
evening at 8.45 to St. Peter’s Church, Phibs- 
borou...gh, where Solemn Requiem Mass will 
be celebrated to-morrow at 11 o’clock, at 
which the Most Rev. Dr. Byrne, the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, will preside. To-morrow 
afternoon Dr. Downey’s remains will be taken 
by the 3.15 o’clock train to Kilkenny. 


MR. THOMAS BURKE-GAFFNEY. 
We regret to record the death of Mr. 
Thomas Burke-Gaffney, 1.8.0., late Chief 
Valuer, General Valuation Department, 
Dublin, which took place on the 1st instant. 
Mr. Burke-Gaffney joined the Valuation ser- 
vice as & youth, his father being at the time 
Sub-Commissioner to Sir Richard Griffith. 
He was the first to occupy the position of 
Chief Valuer, and was personally decorated 
with the Imperial Service Order by His late 
Majesty King Edward, in the year 1902. He 
was ap accomplished linguist, as well as a 
pen-and-ink artist of no mean ability. 

Mr. Burke-Gaffney was in his cighty-ninth 
year, and is survived by his widow (sister of 
General Sir Thomas O’Donnell, R.A.M.C., 
and of the Rev. Monseigneur O’Donnell), six 
sons and two daughters.

Dr. Pryce Peacock, who for some years 
was medical officer to the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary at the Dépét, Phenix Park, Dublin, 
died yesterday at his residence, Castleknock.

A Compromise ? 


In the Lobby of the House of Commvns, 
however, it is thought that the drastic 
proposals of the bill have been purposely 
so drafted as‘ to induce the Opposition to 
come to an understanding with «the 
Government on the whole question., It 
will be recalled that the Goverament.was 
anxious to enter into negotiations with the 
Labour leaders and the trade union repre- 
sentatives before the introduction of the 
bill, and it is still thought that it would 
be willing. to make concessions to the 
Oppvusition if the main points of the bill 
could be passed by agreement. The angry 
feeling shown by Labour members does 
not indicate, however, that there is likely

No General Election... 


At the Conservative headquarters to-day 
emphatic denial was given to the sugges 
tion that the Government intends to hav 
a general election on the Trades Uniou 
Bill. The party organisers ridiculed the 
idea altogether, pointing out that the 
measure had arisen out of the general 
strike, and that it was generally agreed 
that such a strike must not be. permitted 
to occur again. It also was recalled that 
many responsible trade. union leaders had 
described the general strike as _ being 
nothing more than a waste of union funds 
The Conservative organisers are of opinion 
that, when the bill comes to be put into 
operation,.trade unionists will find litt!: 
in it to which they can object. 


Home Rule for Scotland. 


The Government of Scotland Bull, the 
text of which was issued to-day, was 
presented recently to the House vo! 
Commons by the Rev. James Barr, sup- 
ported by the Scottish Socialist members 
It provides for the establishment of a 
Scottish single-chamber Parliament. The 
proposed Parliament would consist of one 
hundred and forty-eight members, repre 
senting the existing constituencies, and an 
executive committee would be established 
to aid and advise His Majesty's repre- 
sentatives in Scotland. The executive 
power would continue to be vested in the 
King, who would be represented by a 
Lord High Commissioner. ‘The control of 
all persons and matters in Scotland at 
present vested in the Imperial Parlia- 
ment, with the exception of the fighting 
Services and the Foreign Office, would be 
transferred to the proposed Scottish Par- 
liament, 


Budget Insurances. 

Insurance business in connection with 
the Budget is rather smaller this year 
than on former occasions, and very few 
policies have been issued during the last 
fortnight.

THE SOVIET VERSION. 


SHANGHAI, April 6. 

The Soviet Consul-General has received 
a telecram from the Russian Embassy in 
Peking, timed 5 p.m. this afternoon, 
asserting that several Russian watchmen 
were seized during the raid by the police 
and soldiers and “' beaten and tortured.”’ 

The telegram says that the raid was 
confined to one compound in the north- 
west corner of the Embassy, and the 
archives were untouched. 

The raided compound comprised the 
quarters occupied by the military guard 
during Tsarist days, but which now houses 
auxiliaries of the Embassy, such as the 
Tass News Agency, the Military Attaché, 
The Russo-Chinese Boxer Indemnity Com- 
mission, the staff of the Members’ Club, 
and a number of private residents. 

The telegram adds that the raid was 
authorised by the authorities of the 
Legation quarter.

GERMANY ALARMED. 
TALK OF WAR WITH THE

BERLIN, Wednesday. 

Reuter’s message from Peking reporting 
the occupation of the Russian Embassy 
by Chinese troops, “with the signed 
authorisation of the Diplomatic Corps,” 
has caused considerable excitement in 
Berlin Government and politica] circles, 
which up to the present have received no 
official confirmation, and meanwhile express 
incredulity that the Diplomatic Corps 
could have given their consent. ‘‘ Certainly 
not they,” declared the German Minister. 
The Socialist newspaper Vorwaerts is 
greatly alarmed at the news, and declares 
that the incident has brought about the 
danger of a war between Russia and the 
Powers. The latter, it says, are to blame 
for “this act against the law of nations,” 
the author of which is declared to be the 
British Government. 
The paper demands that the Council of 
the League of Nations should take | 
immediate action to “prevent an irre- 
parable disaster.”

All hope of saving the life of the King 
was abandoned on Sunday morhing, when 
the Papal Nuncio administered Extreme 
Unction, and his death is said to be only 
a question of days, possibly hours, 
although one doctor has declared that he 
may linger on for a month. 

His recent illness was reported as in- 
fluenza, but it was discovered that the 
cancer had spread to the lungs, where 
radium treatment is impossible. 

In order to cope with the situation 
which will arise at the King’s death, the 
present Premier, M. Averescu, and the 
former Premier, M. Bratiano, are reported 
to have come to an agreement, and the 
danger of a military dictatorship seems to 
be averted. 

All news despatches have been stopped 
by the Government, which inSists that 
news must be confined to medical 
bulletins, and has even declared its in- 
tention of expelling an English correspon- 
dent who telegraphed a . report: which 
appeared in the Rumanian newspapers 
‘declaring that M. Averescu had told the 
Council of Ministers that he intended to 
ask for increased powers to prevent 
rumours of disturbances if the King died.

NARROW ESCAPE OF THE 
CREW.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

The Marquis de Pinedo’s aeroplane 
caught fire at "toosevelt Dam, Arizona, 
as it was taking off in continuation of the 
flight to San Diego. 

ROOSEVELT DAM (ARIZONA), 
Wednesday. 

The Marquis de Pinedo’s aeroplane, the 
Santa Maria, had arrived here shortly 
after 10 a.m. from Elephant Butte, and 
stopped in order to re-fuel. 

At 12.5 p.m. the Marquis de Pinedo 
announced that he was ready to resume 
his flight, and the lake craft had already 
moved towards the shore, when the aero 
plane was seen to burst into flames, and 
the thousands of spectators who were 
assembled on the shore of the huge dam 
were thrilled by the sight of the members 
of the crew leaping overboard in a 
desperate effort to save their lives. 

Immediately after the accident the 
Marquis announced that he would at once 
attempt to raise the ’plane’s engine, which 
is now resting at the bottom of Lake 
Roosevelt at an estimated depth of sixty 
leet. 

It is understood that the fire originated 
in one of the engines. 


A STRAY MATCH. 
ROME, Wednesdan. 

A stray match, thrown by an individual 
on board a motor boat near the seaplane 
while the Santa Maria was being re-filled 
with petrol, caused the fire, which quickly 
destroyed the hydroplane. This news was 
received here to-night in a telegram from 
the airman.

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BRITAIN’S. DEBT 
AMERICA. 
FUTURE, PROSPERITY. IN 
THE COALFIELDS. 


“The whole fabric. of civilisation has 
grown up in the main on the two great 
pillars of agriculture and metallurgy,’ 
said Mr. Amery, Secretary for the 
Dominions, at the annual dinner of the 
Institution of Mining and Metallurgy in 
London last night. 

“Nothing, ” he went on, “had been a 
more dominant factor than the utilisation 
of metals’ in the conquest of man over 
nature and his fellow-men. It was pos- 
sible that the new discoveries of gold 
might have a great stimulating effect in 
bringing about the recovery of the world 
from the depression, which followed the 
war. 

“For us it has a peéculiar-interest. We 
are under the obligation_of paying to the 
United States a great lump of gold (6,700 
tons of it); in fact, we shall probably pay 
for that. debt in the work spent to acquire 
the gold we must hand over, so the 
problem of our debt to America is more 
one for the ‘prospector and” mining en- 
gineer than for the financier.” 


ON THE VERGE OF DISCOVERIES. 

Sir Robert Horne said that he was one 
of those who were not at all deterred by 
the growth of oil from the belief that 
coal was still one of the~greatest posses- 
sions they had in Great Britain. It was 
not too much to say that, if they could 
discover the method by which all the con- 
stituents of coal could be most usefully 
employed, they would enormously add to 
their wealth. 

“But,” he declared, “if complete suc- 
cess has not, been achieved, we are on the 
very edge of obtaining results. which will 
make an enormous difference to our 
futures.”’ ?

TO-DAY’S DEBATE IN 
SENATE.

WHERE MIXED JURIES ARE 
NEEDED. 

[n an interview yesterday with a repre- 
sentative of the Jrish Times, a well-known 
Dublin woman stated her views on the 
exclusion of women from juries. ‘‘ Why 
we are opposed to the excl.tsion of women 
from juries,’’ she said, ‘‘is that, while 
men and a great number o* women con- 
sider the position of the woman as a 
iuror, they entirely forget the point of 
view of the woman who is either prisoner, 
litigant or defendant in the case. 

“It is the opinion of the representative 
women’s societies, who lave been seriously 
considering, the question, that where a 
woman is prisoner, plaintiff, defendant 
or principal witness a mixed jury 
should ba formed. It has always been re- 
cognised that a prisoner is entitled to be 
tried by his or her peers, and without a 
woman on the jury a woman cannot. be 
tried in this way. 

“ In the Dail an amendment, introduced 
by Sir James Craig, would allow women 
who volunteer to serve on juries, but 
this would involve great hardship on 
those women who had sufficient public 
spirit to offer themselves for jury service. 
It is, therefore, hoped that the amend-

making it incumbent on every citizen to 
serve as a juror, with certain exemptions, 
will be supported ‘by all Senators in the 
interests of justice. ;

running boards and clear the way to the. 
theatre. 

The situation was at one time so ugly 
that the acting Premier addressed the 
crowds from the balcony, begging them to 
withdraw so that the Duke might alight. 
His appeal had not much effect, but it 
resulted in the cars being enabled to move 
forward and eventually extricate them- 
selves from the press. 

With mounted police clattering along- 
side, the Duke was rushed round the 
streets to the back entrance of the theatre, 
and he and his staff just managed to gain 
the doorway before the crowd closed round 
in-another overwhelming wave.

CHARGES OF HERESY. 


LETTER FROM THE REV. R. N. 
SEAVER, B.D. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The charge of heresy against me, 
coming at the same time as that against my 
friend, Professor Davey, Assembly's College, 
Belfast, has occasioned widespread comment 
—as a rule, most sympathetic—both here and 
in England; and; therefore, its origin and 
method of working should be made clear. No 
bishop or official of the Irish Church has any- 
thing to do with it. It has originated with a 
retired clergyman, and is backed by our local 
“ Bible-Defence’’ (so-called) Society. The 
formulated charge 1s so foolish in its par- 
ticulars and displays such ignorance of the 
whole subject that it has seed defeated 
itself, and is ridiculed by intelligent members 
of all the Churches. However, by the laws 
of our Church, whenever such a charge is 
made, though baseless as.the present one, it 
falls to our Primate to appoint a commission 
of investigation, which considers if there are 
any solid grounds for a formal trial. This 
has been done, and it is to sit at the end of 
the present month. 

I may say that I have always belonged to 
the liberal school of theology. I was ordained 
by the famous liberal, Bishop Temple, of 
London, and have numbered among my 
friends such leading liberal theologians as 
Dean Rashdall, Archdeacon Charles and Arch- 
deacon Lilley, who have all preached in my 
church; and also the celebrated Bishop 
Philipps Brooks, U.S.A. This charge of 
heresy has never lost me a moment’s sleep or 
caused me to turn a hair. | My published 
-works—c.g., “ To Christ Through Criticism ” 
and “The Meaning of Things '—are open for 
wll to read, and Í fear no adverse judgment 
on what is written there. Indeed, what a 
certain type of person really means by heresy 
is when anyone ventures to think the 
thoughts and speak the languago of his own 
day, at the same time a i all that is 
essential in the religion of the past. If this 
be heresy, I trust that | may always be 
guilty of it, as was my Master among the

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE. 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

President Coolidge to-day vetoed a bill 

assed unanimously by the Legislature of the 
Philippine Islands, a for a plebis- 
cite on the question of Philippine indepen- 
dence. 

The President explained the reasons for the 
exercise of his veto in a message of two 
thousand words to Governor Wood. 

The plebiscite, he said, would tend to 
divert the attention of the people to the 
pursuit of mere political power rather than 
to the consideration of the essential steps 
necessary for the maintenance of a stable, 
prosperous, and well-governed community. 

Political activities were not the end of life, 
the President declared, but rather the means 
whereby the conditions essential to stable 
existence might be obtained. — 

Note.—There has been constant agitation 
on the part of the Filipinos for absolute 
independence. A resolution was passed to 
that effect on July 16th last, and the Legisla- 
ture voted for a plebiscite on this subject, 
which was vetoed as beyond their power by 
Governor-General Wood on August th last.

'THE DEBATE. 

A good dea! of personal feeling’ was shown 
in this evening’s debate on’ China, and more 
than once the Speaker had to intervene and 
calm rising passions, ©“ The discussion was 
initiated by Mr.  Ratnsay Macdonald on a 
formal motion for the. adjournment. His 
speech was an appeal for negotiation im pre- 
ference to a display, of force, -He had no 
doubt that the despatch of troops to Shanghai 
had considerably increased our negotiating 
difficulties, without affording increased pro- 
tection for British lives outside Shanghai 
itself. The sending of troops to China, he 
said, had increased suspicion of our motives, 
and traditional suspicion was one of the 
greatest obstacles that Western nations had 
to remove when doaling with the Kast. 

He suggested an impartial inquiry into the 
happenings at Nanking and elsewhere, and 
thcught that a clear statement that we stood 
where we did when the Christmas Note was 
resented would do a great deal of good. The 
louse should be told what wag in the mind 
of the Fereign Office in sending out further 
troops, and how far we were acting alone m 
these military preparations.

; THE COAL DISPUTE. 
The effect of the coal strike in England last 
in many 
: of this country, and more particularly 
n the vicinity of the ports, where the eollec- 
tion of our premiums in the Indystrial Branch 
suffered a temporary loss as a consequence ; 
but, in spite of this temporary set-back, I am 
happy to rt a substantial increase in 
premium income in all our departments over 
the previous year. This fact is evidence of 
the good repute and stability which New 
Ireland has continued to enjoy since its in- 
ception, and justifies the confidence reposed 
in it by its founders. 
INDUSTRIAL BRANCA. 

The adverse industrial condition of last 
year, to which I have referred, would lead 
you to expect a loss in the Industrial Branch 
of our business; but, contrary to expectations, 
we are able to show a substantia] increase of 
£10,927 over the previous year in this de- 
partment. The total premium income reached 
£89,657, which, with £3,083 from invest- 
ments, ete., made a total of £92,720 for the 
year under review. The number of policies 
issued during the year in this branch was 
56,725, assuring the sum of £660,284. The 
total number of policies in force at the 3lst 
December last was 120,102. ‘The Life Assur- 
ance Fund of £109,408 at the end of the year, 
after allowing for all payments of claims and 
expenses, shows an increase of £21,531 over 
that of the previous year. The mortality 
experience of the year has been very satis: 
factory, and is evidence of the care that is 
taken in the selection of lives propesed for 
assyrance. We have continued the practice 
of the prompt settlement of claims as an im- 
portant duty to our members, who have 
always shown their appreciation ef this 
service in their time of loss and suffering. It 
is with pleasure that I have also to state that 
our expense ratio in this branch has been 
reduced bv 3.5 per cent. as against the rate 
operating for the previous year. With more 
steady conditions, and the fact that our 
agencies are now more consolidated, it is 
reasonable to assume that a further reduction 
in expenses will be shown during the current 


vear 
ORDINARY BRANCH. 

Our achievements in the Ordinary Braneh 
are also very gratifying, as a perusal of the 
accounts before you will show. The premiym 
income for the year amounted to £10,808, 
being an increase of £3,525 over the total for 
the previous year. The Assurance Fund in 
this branch reached £28,987 at the end of the 
year, representing an increase of £7,597 over 
that of the previous year. The rew sums 
assured during the year total £85,825 for new 
annual premiums of £5,224. A special feature 
in this branch is the large in¢rease in the 
average sum assured, which indicates the in- 
creased confidence of the insuring public in 
our company., The issue of policies enabling 
members to participate in our special house 
purchase scheme has helped to increase the 
activities in this branch. The number of 
Ordinary Branch policies in force at the end 
of the year was 1,322, assuring the sum of 
£198,632. In the accounts before you the 
expense ratio will be found to be higher than 
that of the previous year, due entirely to the 
very rapid expansion of this branch of the

ACTUARIAL VALUATION, 

In the annual valuation of our Life busi- 
ness our Consulting Actuary—Mr. H. Hosking 
Tavier, F.1.A.—diseloses a very satisfactory

ranches. The surplus in the Industria! 
Branch of $3,280 has been arrived at after 
allowing for an increase in the ee 
of the premiums thrown off for tuture ex- 

enses and profits in the Whole Life Classes, 
; | from 324 per cent. to per cent., thus 
further strengthening our_ position. The 
valuation of the Ordinary Branch is worthy 
of special note, in that, as on previous occa- 
sions, the most conservative tables of 
mortality have been used on the nett premium 
basis, and on this very stringent calculation 
the satisfactory surplus of 65, 141 has been 
disclozed. If the adoption of this method 
of valuation makes our strength more widely 
appreciated, this step will have been fully 
justified. The profits from this branch 
enable us to act on the advice of our Con- 
wine Actuary, and it is, therefore, proposed 
to declare a reversionary bonus of £1 Ss. Od. 
on every £100 sum assured on all with 
profit policies in force on the áist December, 
17206, this being an increase of 5s, over the 
rate for 1925. That this enhanced bonus 
will give further satisfaction to our partici- 
pating policyholders and staff, we have no 
doubt, © It induces me to repeat my remark 
af last year, to the effect that such setisfac- 
tory results are an indication of what can 
be achieved by Irishmen in the management

Mr. Carrigan, senior State counsel, said 
that the case would be presented to the jury 
as a business proposition that concerned every 

rson in thé country, no matter what might | 
be his views or politics, who had resolved | 
to settle down in the country. and make a 
living in it, and do well for himself and 
his kindred. The charge disclosed a con- 
eerted plan, which, if successful, would do 
serious injury to the financial credit of the 
country. 


WHAT STATE HAS DONE. 

Mr. Carrigan recalled what had been done 
for the Irish farming community, and said 
that they had been uplifted above the level 
of farmers in other countries, who had hot 
received such a share of public money and 
public assistance. ‘‘ At the end of it all,” 
Mr, Carrigan went on, “when we have 
emerged from our recent troubles, Mr, 
O'Donnell thinks it a proper thing for him, 
as a journalist having influence in certain 
parts of the country, to endeavour to throw 
us back into the old cauldron of turmoil and 
disorganisation that existed before we got 
our Constitution, and served for so long to 
maim and cripple the resources of the 

le.” 

Counsel went on to sav that for forty 
vears, since the passing of the Ashbourne 
Act, land measure after measure had been 
passed, and the results could have been 
achieved only by the treasury of a country 
with inexhaustible resources. When the new 
State came into being all it had to do—to 
jus the coping stone on what had already 
“é done—whs to pass an Act in 1923, the 
object of which was to secure that every 
tenant of an agricultural farm should become 
the owner of his land. | Two hundred millions 
of money had been invested in Irish land, and 
it did not make a man less an Irishman to 
ucknowledge that the Free State could never 
have provided such resources for the largest 
class in the community. 

The Act of 1923 provided that, when the 
land was taken over by the Land Commis- 
sion, the tenants should pay 75 per cent. of 
the arrears to the Land Commission by way 
of compounded arrears of rent pending the 
formal purchase of the land. Mr. 0 Don- 
nell's crusade against the Land Commission 
was a very serious one, because, in asking 
the tenants not to pay their arfnuities or 
arrears, he was involving the whole credit 
of the country, just as if he started a credit 
against banking institutions. 


COUNTRY 'S$. CREDIT. 

“ Nothing,” said Mr. Carrigan, “ could be 
more prejudicial to the common weal and 
prosperity of the. nation. If we must 
prosper; if we want to achieve greatness; 
if we want to preserve our national! credit, 
such a thing as this cannot be tolerated. 

“ Did Mr. O'Donnell start this conspiracy 
against the banks, we would be isolated. We 
would have no business relations with other 
countries—no one would deal with us. So | 
submit that this is a pernicious attempt to 
destroy the credit of the country dr the 
Land Commisaion. ' 

Mr. Carrigan quoted at length from articles 
in An Phoblacht signed by the defendant, 
and said that, following a meeting at Dungloe 
at which he spoke, the rent officé of the 
Marquis) Conyngham was raided and all 
papers and accounts were taken away. After- 
wards Mr. O'Donnell wrote an article in 
laudation of what had been done. 

Mr. Carrigan suggested that the defendant 
was the leader of the conspiracy to invite 
persons not to pay their lawful obligations to 
the Land Commission, with intent to obstruct 
one of the most important public services of 
the Government and do public harm. 


DONEGAL ESTATES. 

Guard James McKenna, Dungloe, Count 
Donegal, gave evidence of having seen a ban 
bill posted on the local church wall in Sept- 
ember last convening a meeting to be ad- 
dressed by Mr. Peadar O'Donnell. Mr. 
O'Donnell, he said, attended and addressed 
the people, urging them not to pay any rent. 
The Conyngham, Hill and Nixon estates were 
in that district. The paper An Phoblacht 
was, he said, taken snái ir every week into 
the Civic Guard barrack at Dungloe, and the 
journal was on sale every week in that town. 

In cross-examination, the witness was asked 
by the prisoner if he could say where the 
Hill estate was, and the reply was that it 
was near Dungloe. As to the Nixon estate, 
he said that it was four miles from Dungloe, 
but he was not aware of its position. 

Which side of Dungloe'—I do not know, 
except that it is four miles from Dungloe. 

The Prisoner—You do not know, then, where 
the Hill and Nixon estates are situate’—I do 
not. There was a previous meeting inside the 
Town Hall. 

Did not the poster in that case define that 
the meeting was called to devise means to 
meet the rent crisis?—I do not know; nor

What, evidence. is there oí conspiracy in 
this case, queried the Judge, and Mr. Car. 
rigan replied that there was an abundance 
of evidence. The defendant conspired with 
persons unknown. 

Mr. Justice Hanna held that conspiracy 
must be proved. It should be shown, he 
suid, that, apart from his editorial position, 
the prisoner was connected with the people 
or committee who had passed resolutions 
against rent paying.

SPEECH FROM THE DOCK.

CIVIC GUARDS FAIL. 


CHASE DOES WELL AGAINST 
TITLE-HOLDER. 


Ireland had four representatives in the 
British Amateur Boxing Championships at 
the Royal Albert Hall, London, yesterday, 
all of the Civic Guard B.C., Dublin, but 
none of them survived the preliminary rounds 
in their divisions. They were F, Cooper, J. 
J. Chase, W. Murphy, and: J. O’ Driscoll. 
The last-named was considered by his sup- 
porters to possess more than an ordinary 
chance of entering the final of the heavy- 
weights, but he was beaten by A. J. Clifton 
(PL. A. Police A.C.) in the first series. 
After a moderate first round O'Driscoll 
enlivened the boxing by swinging both hands 
to the body, and in this manner he met with 
some success. Clifton landed a right upper- 
cut late in the second round, but 0’ Driscoll 
quickly retaliated with a right, which opened 
an old wound over Clifton’s right eye. The 
latter was badly handicapped by this injury, 
but he fought skilfully against the onslaught 
of the Irishman, who became erratic. It 
developed into a keen struggle in the last 
round, the Englishman fighting pluckily in 
spite of his injured eye. O’Driscoll tried 
desperately for a knock-out in the last minute 
of the contest, but he could not penetrate the 
excellent defence of Clifton, who received 
the verdict on points. The judges, however, 
disagreed, and the referee was called upon to 
give his casting vote. 

In the first series of the light heavy- 
weights Murphy opposed A. Jackson (St. 
Pancras B.C.). The latter is a particularly 
strong and forceful fighter, and after Murphy 
had won the first round by means of left 
leads the Londoner’s strength told its tale, 
and Murphy tired a little. Jackson scored 
with three stiff lefts at the beginning of the 
third round, and later Murphy, whose de- 
fence was weak, had to take a couple of 
rights to the side of the face. At the end 
the Irishman was beaten on points.

During the second round there was a spell of 
hard infighting, but the Irishman came out 
of it with flying colours. There is little 
doubt that had he maintained this fine form 
he would have beaten Crawley, but the hard 
hitting of the champion at close quarters had 
worn down the Irishman a little, and near 
the end of the second round he had to tako 
some punishment. Crawley now had settled 
down to fine boxing, and he quickly took 
command of the fight. In the last round 
Chase defended wal, but he could not pre- 
vent Crawley ee» in some stiff lefts, and 
at the end the holder was adjudged the 
winner.
